Treasurer  of  the  bowling  association,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Waynesboro  Retail  Merchants  Association,  as  well  as  a wide  interest  in 
coin  collecting,  belonging  to  a number  of  coin  societies.  On  the  side,  when  he  has 
time,  he  serves  as  a Captain  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  Reserves.  All  the 
Secretary's  data  will  be  turned  over  to  Mr.  Spilman  early  in  April  and  by  April  15th, 
all  mail  for  the  Society  should  be  handled  through  Waynesboro,  Virginia.

Mrs.  Culver  is  well-known  to  the  members  of  the  Sourthern  California 
Exonumist  Society,  having  served  as  a charter  member  and  ably  as  Treasurer  of  that 
association.  She  has  kindly  consented  to  take  over  the  Treasurership  of  the  Token 
and  Medal  Society  and  we  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  SCES  for  allowing  us  to  steal  her 
away  to  help  the  parent  organization.  Mrs.  Culver's  address  is  23361  Montclair  Way, 
Los  Altos,  California.  Again,  by  April  15th,  the  Treasurer's  duties  will  be  turned 
over  to  Mrs.  Culver  and  any  correspondence  in  regard  to  membership  numbers,  dues 
payments,  etc.  should  be  directed  to  Mrs.  Culver. 


The  Token  and  Medal  Society  has  suffered  growing  pains  in  the  last  few  months. 

It  has  expanded  at  such  a rapid  pace  it  has  been  impossible  to  keep  up  with  necessary 
mailings.  One  of  our  major  problems  has  been  the  handling  of  the  membership  list. 
When  we  were  a small  Society,  we  used  what  were  known  as  Thermofax  labels.  However, 
these  have  proved  to  be  very  unsatisfactory,  now  that  we  have  over  600  members.  In 
recent  weeks,  the  Society  has  prepared  a complete  mailing  list,  using  an  automatic 
addressing  system  and  Addressograph  plates.  By  the  use  of  these  plates,  we  will  have 
a permanent  record  of  the  members  that  will  be  perfectly  readable  and  which  can  be 
used  for  dues  cards  and  all  types  of  mailing.  Some  of  the  tremendous  inconvenience 
caused  to  our  members  because  of  the  poor  labels  that  we  had  heretofor  used  will  be 
corrected.  Please  note  the  cover  of  your  current  Bulletin  and  you  will  see  that  it 
has  been  addressed  by  the  new  Addressograph  plates  system.  If  there  are  any  errors 
in  your  plates,  which  there  undoubtedly  will  be,  please  notify  the  Secretary  immedi- 
ately and  he  will  have  them  corrected.  We  have  also  arranged  to  have  the  Bulletin 
mailed  more  promptly  with  the  United  States  Post  Office  and  the  present  Bulletin  has 
been  mailed  by  this  new  system  and  I think  you  will  find  that  it  has  reached  you 
much  more  promptly  with  much  less  delay. 
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As  of  the  writing  of  this  bulletin,  all  dues  cards  for  which  the  Acting  Secretary, 
Mrs.  Nancy  Fuld,  had  record  of  were  mailed  to  members.  If,  by  any  chance,  your  dues 
card  has  not  been  received  by  now,  please  notify  promptly  the  new  Treasurer,  Mrs. 
Virginia  Culver  at  23361  Montclair  Way,  Los  Altos,  California,  immediately.  This  is 
imperative  as  of  April  31st,  any  member  who  has  not  paid  dues  for  the  current  year 
will  be  dropped  from  the  mailing  list  and  we  sincerely  do  not  want  to  drop  any  paid 
up  members.  Due  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Kelly,  we  are  certain  that  a number  of  dues 
cards  were  not  mailed  out,  although  we  have  deposited  all  the  money  for  the  Society 
in  the  Society  checking  account.  So  please,  if  you  are  one  of  the  few  members  who 
have  not  received  their  cards  but  have  paid  dues,  please  notify  the  Treasurer,  Mrs. 
Culver,  immediately. 


IMPORTANT'.  PLEASE  REMEMBER  TO  PAY  YOUR  1962  DUES.  As  of  April  31st,  if  you  have 
not  paid  your  1962  dues  to  the  Society,  you  will  be  held  in  arrears  and  you  will  no 
longer  receive  the  Bulletin.  Don't  have  your  set  interrupted  as  we  cannot  guarantee 
that  Bulletins  will  be  delivered  if  you  have  been  temporarily  dropped  from  the  mail- 
ing list.  (Please  also,  don't  pay  them  twice).

We've  had  very 
encouraging  results  from  a number  of  letters  written  in  regard  to  this  and  hope  that 
all  our  members  who  read  this  Bulletin  who  are  involved  in  the  issuance  of  current 
tokens  and  medals  will  please  donate  one  specimen  each  of  their  issues  to  the  Smith- 
sonian. They  may  be  mailed  to  Dr.  V.  Clain-Stef faneli,  c/o  Smithsonian  Institution, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.  All  gifts  will  be  acknowledged  officially  by  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  and  we  can  assure  you  that  these  gifts  will  be  tax  deductibel  as  a 
charitable  donation.  Please,  remember  the  U.  S.  National  Collection  at  the  Smith- 
sonian has  very  limited  funds  to  purchase  pieces,  and  that  the  only  way  this  Col- 
lection can  be  brought  to  the  state  to  which  it  should  be  and  represent  all  the  very 
fine  contemporary  medallic  art  that  is  being  issued  is  by  donation  from  interested 
individuals.  Please  help. 


This  issue  of  the  Journal  marks  several  important  steps  in  the  publication  of 
the  Journal,  in  addition  to  the  improved  format  and  better  mailing  facilities.  We 
welcome  a very  fine  contribution  on  the  subject  of  railroad  passes,  which  is  a 
very  important  early  Americana  item,  relating  to  numismatics  that  were  issued  for 
privileged  riders  of  the  railroads  in  the  1890' s.  Mr.  Morris  Abbott,  an  authority 
on  this  field,  has  kindly  written  an  article  for  the  Journal  and  has  supplied  pho- 
tographs of  a number  of  the  important  specimens  from  his  collection.  These  pieces 
are  somewhat  in  the  fine  arts  field,  somewhat  in  the  token  field  and  somewhat  in 
the  transportation  field,  but  do  not  fall  into  any  particular  category.  We  think 
this  article  will  be  a great  help  in  clarifying  the  field  of  railroad  passes  for 
token  and  medal  collectors.  We  have  continued  in  this  issue  a number  of  the  other 
articles  that  appeared  previously  and  have  started  a new  section  of  unusual  nu- 
mismatic specimens  where  we  will  try  to  publish  from  time  to  time  some  unusual 
pieces  that  we  have  photographs  of. 
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We  have  several  very  important  articles  in  preparation  and  expect  to  start  pub- 
lication of  several  of  these  articles  in  the  next  issues.  One  will  be  definitive 
listing  of  New  Jersey  store  card  tokens  by  Mrs.  Damia  Francis  of  New  Jersey.  A 
listing  of  magician's  tokens  and  medals  by  Mr.  Martin  Jacobowitz  of  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  and  a listing  of  American  and  foreign  game  counters  by  Messrs.  Fuld,  Rulau, 
and  Gould.  We  hope  to  start  the  publication  of  the  game  counter  series  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  Journal. 


We  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  members,  especially  those  who  Joined 
in  1962,  that  back  issues  of  the  Journal  are  available  from  the  Editor  at  a nominal 
cost  of  $.75  per  issue.  We  are  all  out  of  Vol.  l,No.  1 but  have  plenty  of  copies 
of  all  the  other  issues  if  members  wish  to  purchase  them  for  their  complete  file.

We  will  keep  all  letters  for  a period  of  three 
weeks  after  receipt  in  regard  to  Vol.  1,  No.  1 end  then  we  will  fill  them  strictly 
on  the  basis  of  membership  number,  so  that  the  people  with  the  lowest  membership 
number  will  receive  the  Journals  that  are  available.

Under  this  point,  we  wish  to  point  out  that  we  are  trying  to  enforce  a 
tentative  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Governors  that  all  members  of  a charter  regional 
group  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  should  be  members  of  the  parent  organization. 
The  only  way  that  the  parent  organization  can  grow  and  publish  its  Journal  without 
a deficit  is  by  trying  to  get  all  members  of  the  chapters  of  the  Society  to  be 
members  of  the  national  organization.  We  know  there  are  some  definite  points 
where  this  cannot  be  enforced,  but  at  the  very  next  Board  of  Governors  meeting 
of  the  Society  to  be  held  early  in  August,  1962,  this  subject  will  be  discussed 
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in  detail  and  we  are  sure  that  the  matter  will  be  resolved,  but  we  do  feel  that  the 
strength  and  character  of  the  organization  will  be  enhanced  many  fold  if  all  members 
of  chapters  attempt  to  make  membership  in  the  parent  organization  compulsory.  Our 
Bulletin  is  our  mainstay  of  the  Society  and  we  feel  that  if  members  in  the  chapters 
wish  to  prefer  the  field  of  medals  and  tokens  as  they  do,  the  publication  of  the 
Journal  should  be  one  of  their  important  goals  and  support  from  members  of  their 
chapter  will  be  a great  help  in  this  matter.

UNUSUAL  NUMISMATIC  SPECIMENS 


The  piece  illustrated  at  the  left  is  the  only  known 
type  of  Civil  War  Token  from  Virginia,  and  is  thus 
in  great  demand , Only  four  specimens  of  this  piece 
from  Virginia  are  known  to  collectors. 


The  medal  shown  at  the  right  honors 
Dr.  Benj . Rush  and  was  struck  on  his 
death  in  1808  by  Furst.  It  is  an  ex- 
ceptionally rare  early  medal. 


This  medal  was  struck  in  France  in  1783, 
and  recognized  American  Independence. 

When  Belts  book  was  written  in  1894  only 
a single  specimen  in  gold  was  known,  but 
since  then  a specimen  was  sold  in  the 
"Pax  Numisma"  sale  in  1914  by  J.  Schulman 
(the  piece  shown)  and  another  specimen 
has  been  seen.

To  our  ever-growing  list  of  contributors  is  added  with  this  installment  the 
eminent  collector,  Robert  J.  Lindesmith  of  Dayton,  Washington,  formerly  of  Michigan. 
Mr.  Lindesmith' s primary  contribution  to  our  compilation  is  the  extensive  research 
he  has  done  on  certain  of  the  auction  sales  of  years  past  which  featured  groups  of 
embossed  business  cards. 

Notable  among  these  sales  were  four  sales  conducted  by  Barney  Bluestone  during 
1942-1944;  the  auction  sale  of  the  notable  Chadbourne  Collection  of  Store  Cards, 
conducted  by  W.  Elliot  Woodward  Nov.  11-16,  1878  (and  apparently  overlooked  by  Mr. 
Gray  in  his  1920  researches  in  this  area) ; seven  sales  conducted  by  Captain  Haseltine 
during  1875-1880;  the  auction  sale  of  the  fine  Guttag  Collection,  conducted  by 
A.  Kosoff,  Feb.  27th,  1943;  plus  a number  of  minor  sales. 

An  analysis  of  the  Bluestone  and  Kosoff  sales  leads  the  authors  to  believe  that 
a good  part  of  the  original  Tilton  Collection  remained  fairly  intact  in  several 
large  groupings  as  late  as  the  mid-1940s.  However,  the  present  whereabouts  of  these 
holdings  are  still  largely  conjecture,  although  at  this  point  we  believe  the  majority 
of  our  Tilton  listings  are  in  fact  still  extant.  The  student  and  collector  of  this 
series  thus  may  feel  more  confident  in  accepting  this  tentative  listing  with  a more 
positive  assurance. 

This  next  installment  concludes  the  alphabetical  listing  A to  Z,  plus  certain 
miscellany,  and  will  be  followed  by  a eighth  installment  which  will  serve  as  a 
supplementary  listing.  Due  to  the  kindness  of  our  fellow  collectors,  a large  store 
of  additional  data  is  now  available  to  the  authors  to  fill  the  many  gaps  in  the 
tentative  list.

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THE  SILVERTON  RAILROAD  METALLIC  PASSES 
By  Morris  W.  Abbott 

The  Silverton  Railroad  was  a 3-foot  gauge  line  some  18  miles  in  length  from 
Silverton,  Colorado,  to  a number  of  mines  west  and  north-west  of  that  mining 
camp,  though  it  had  ambitions  and  hoped  to  reach  Ouray  and  thus  complete  an  all- 
rail narrow  gauge  circle  through  the  San  Juan  country.  It  never  did,  though  it 
managed  to  climb  over  Red  Mountain  Pass  at  an  elevation  of  just  over  11,000  feet. 
Much  of  the  old  roadbed  can  still  be  seen  from  the  Million  Dollar  Highway,  route 
US  550. 

It  was  the  private  property  of  its  builder,  a most  unusual  man  named  Otto 
Mears,  who  had  come  from  Russia  as  a boy  in  the  1840s,  drifted  to  California  via 
the  isthmus  of  Panama,  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  there  and  was  discharged  in 
New  Mexico  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War. 

He  tried  his  hand  at  almost  everything  from  storekeeping  to  toll  road  build- 
ing, and  that  led  to  his  eventually  putting  through  the  Silverton,  the  Silverton 
Northern  and  buying  the  Silverton,  Gladstone  6c  Northerly,  all  narrow  gauge  and 
all  dead  and  gone  now.  Politically  he  became  quite  a power,  controlling  the 
vote  of  his  part  of  the  state.  The  silver  panic,  which  almost  sank  the  whole 
state  of  Colorado,  was  his  financial  downfall.  We  built  the  Rio  Grande  Southern, 
but  as  a result  of  the  silver  collapse  lost  control  of  it  to  the  D.  & R.G.  Years 
later  he  built  the  Chesapeake  Beach  Railway  in  Maryland. 

Mears  had  a certain  flair  for  the  spectacular  and  probably  a keen  sense  of 
humor,  for,  although  the  Silverton  never  really  went  anywhere  but  to  a few  mines, 
he  issued  a series  of  passes  the  like  of  which  has  never  been  seen. 

The  road  was  barely  running  when  in  1888  he  sent  out  to  friends,  politicos, 
big  shippers,  mine  owners  and  railroad  tycoons  passes  lithographed  on  white 
buckskin.  In  1889,  doubtless  to  publicize  Colorado  silver  in  general  and  Silver- 
ton  silver  in  particular,  he  had  made  passes  in  the  form  of  a solid  silver  card. 
These  were  made  with  dies,  plain  on  one  side,  embossed  on  the  other  with  a 
mountain  railroad  scene  ("The  Rainbow  Route"),  with  the  recipient's  name  and  the 
pass  number  hand  engraved.  These  were  of  two  types,  now  usually  referred  to  as 
A and  B,  the  first  of  which  had  the  date  1889  embossed,  the  other  and  probably 
later  type  had  only  the  18  embossed,  the  89  being  hand  engraved.  It  may  have 

been  the  thought  that  they  could  be  used  also  in  later  years,  if  there  were  any 

left  over. 

However,  the  road  and  Mears  were  still  prospering  in  1890,  and  a new  design 
was  struck  off,  still  with  a fanciful  railroad  scene  and  the  Rainbow  Route  tag. 
Those  were  the  days  of  heavy  eating,  substantial  paunches  and  husky  watch  chains, 
from  which  depended  charms.  The  1890  pass,  in  step  with  the  times,  was  a solid 
silver  watch  charm. 

Since  the  Silverton  could  obviously  never  build  to  Ouray  without  a tunnel 
through  miles  of  solid  rock,  Mears  busied  himself  building  the  roundabout  Rio 
Grande  Southern  to  Durango  from  Ridgway,  just  north  of  Ouray.  Perhaps  that  is 

why  he  did  not  issue  any  fancy  passes  on  the  Silverton  in  1891,  --  too  busy. 
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In  1892,  however,  he  went  overboard  and  issued  passes  of  silver  filigree,  and 
even  (possibly  6)  of  gold  filigree.  These  were  made  in  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  by 
S.  Spitz,  who  probably  employed  Mexican  silver  workers. 


Then  came  the  fall  of  King  Silver,  closing  most  of  the  mines  in  the  state.  The 
Silverton  Railroad  kept  running,  after  a fashion,  until  the  1920s,  operated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Mears  family. 


Ordinary  card  passes  were  also  issued  to  lesser  lights,  and  even  these  are 
scarce.  During  the  depression  of  the  1930s,  at  least  one  of  the  gold  filigree 
passes  was  melted  up  as  old  gold. 


The  buckskin  and  silver  passes  are  eagerly  sought  by  collectors  of  Colorado 
railroadiana,  and  to  some  extent  by  transportation  token  collectors.  (I  have  always 
felt  that  they  belong  in  the  former  category,  since  they  are  not  evidence  of  the 
holder's  having  paid  his  fare,  I may  not  have  the  right  slant  on  tokens,  however.) 

How  many  were  issued?  Who  knows'.  While  some  invoices  have  been  located  and 
preserved,  no  records  remain  to  show  how  many  were  made  or  to  whom  they  were  issued. 
The  numbers  run  as  high  as  1400,  but  as  there  was  no  rhyme  or  reason  to  the  number- 
ing system,  and  many  numbers  were  repeated,  it  means  nothing. 


As  to  values,  your  guess  is  as  good  as  any.  The  1889  silver  cards  are  the  least 
rare.  The  silver  filigree  of  1892  is  the  next  most  numerous,  but  its  beauty  has 
perhaps  caused  the  demand  to  exceed  that  for  some  of  the  scarcer  ones.  The  1888 
buckskin  and  1890  watch  charms  are  still  rarer,  and,  of  course,  the  gold  filigree  of 
1892  is  just  not  obtainable.  I know  of  two,  - both  impossible  to  buy. 

There  were  a few  unique  passes,  - an  extra  large  filigree,  a solid  silver  card 
of  a different  type  (both  in  the  writer's  collection),  and  some  silver  filigree 
passes  dated  other  than  1892,  etc. 

The  largest  collection  is  probably  in  the  State  Museum  in  Denver,  followed  by  two 
private  collections.  Others  are  scattered  by  ones  and  twos  amongst  descendants  of 
the  original  owners  and  collectors. 


So  few  of  these  passes  change  hands  that  there  is  no  established  price  for  any 
of  them,  but  probably  $50  to  $75  for  the  1889  cards  would  be  reasonable.  For  the 
others,  it  would  depend  on  the  state  of  the  buyer's  purse  and  desires,  if  he  can  find 
one  for  sale.
